Gamblers Hide Hands. 

‘Tn’ the meantime e precautions 
have been taken by the vatnblere to prevent 

a knowledge of their operations to get out- 
side of a select coterie of bettors. 

Until the bomb explosions of Sunday night 
‘Tennes’ headquarters weré on the second 
floor of the building at 125 Clark street, over 
his saloon at 123 Clark street. Now they 
are on the fourth floor of the same building, 
and it is a difficult proceeding to pass the 
sentinels and get inside of the rooma. 

A “tout” is stationed outside of the build- 
ing to direct members of the gambling fra- 
ternity to the rooms where they can place 
their bets. 


A “lookout” also is stationed where he 


can see every person who goes into the build- 

ing, for the purpose of warning the “ office ” 

te & man enters without the usual counter- 
n. 

Inside, a large handbook on the races is 
kept. A private wire—the existence of which 
the telephone company is not supposed to 
know-—connects the office with the outsidé 
sources of racing information. Six months 
ago a wire was put into the offices on the 
second floor by men other than those em- 
ployed by the telephone company, according 
to tenants of the building. 

Other places where gambling is said to be 
going on are apartments in the Majestic hotel 
building and the rooms occupied by the 
Quincy Whist club in Dearborn street, oppo- 
site the postoffice. 

Additional plain clothes men were assigned 
to the various gambling squads during the 
day, with sharp instructions to bring in all 
violators of the gambling ordinances. 

“We're going to keep these gamblers on 
the jump until they will be glad to quit, if it 
takes a year,’’ Chief Steward said in the eve- 
ning. “ This is no little crusade of a week 
or two weeks. The fight against the gam- 
biers, as far as this police department is 
concerned, is on to stay. ‘Weare ore to get 
results, too.” 

Inspectors Healy, Lavin, and Wheeler heid 
conferences with the chief concerning the 
gambling situation and every avaitable man 
in the three police divisions which they head

While it is-known that Capt. Stephen Wood's 
detectives have several men under surveil- 
lance, the police up to a late hour last night 
had been unable to fasten any damaging 
circumstances upon them in connection with 
the latest explosions. 

“JT am using every effort I can put forth 
to catch the men responsible for the throwing 
of the bombs,’ Capt. Wood said. “I am not 
making any promises, but I believe we can 
land the guilty men.’’ 

Inspector Lavin, on the other hand, said 
the capture of the bomb throwers seemed ar 
far off as ever. 

Assistant Chief of Police Schuettier said 
during the day that he would give $500 of his 
own money to any-charitabie institution in, 
the city for information leading to the ar- 
rest and conviction of the bomb throwers. 

“Five years agO the gamblers were doing 
$400,000 worth of business a day. Now they 
are placing about’$12,000 in bets,” said he. 
‘That is a pretty good record.’

AN INQUIRY, NOT A TRIAL. 

The public views with sardonic amuse- 
ment the attitude of the judges who are 
holding a grand inquest on the jury com- 
mission. That amusement is due to the 
apparent fnability of the judges to under- 
stand the nature of their job. They are 
asking for evidence of a character to 
convict somebody of high crimes and mis- 
demeanors ina court of law, and appear 
disposed to rule out as irrelevant testi- 
mony which does not. bear directly on the 
question of criminality.

Among the treasures of Drayton manor, which are 
comprised in the entaif and therefore are inalienable, 
are a magnificent malachite casket, presented by Em- 
peror Nicholas to Ledy Emily Peel; the pistols which 
were to have been used by Sir Robert Peel in his duel 
with O’Connell, the gold mounted hoof of the horse 
Emperor which was ridden by the premier, Sir Robert 
Peel, when he was thrown and killed on Constitution 


hill in 1850, and full length portraits presented by 


Queen Victoria and the prince consort on the occasion 
of thelr visit to Drayton manor in 1846.

Cabinet ministers in England often are described as 
the constitutional advisers of the sovereign. But of 
late the rdles have been tmverted, especially duking the 
controversy now raging in England regarding the new 
financial measures projected by the government, and 
instead of the ministers advising the king, it is he who 
admittedly is advising them. This condition of affairs 
is not altogether new, although it has been emphasised 
somewhat more strongly of late. It already existed dur- 
ing the latter part of the previous reign, and the late 
Lord Salisbury, in his memorable speech in the house of 
lords on the occasion of Queen Victoria's death, paid 
eloquent tribute to the advice which he and his col- 
leagues had at all times received from her majesty, 
and also to the immense value of that advice, based 
as it was upon an experience of a reign of more than 
sixty years, and upon a profound and intuitive knowl- 
edge of the wishes, views, and prejudices of those 
middie classes which constitute’ the bulk of the popu- 
lation of the united kingdom, 

Thjs condition of affairs is one of the advantages 
of constitutional rule. The sovereign is entirely free 
from responsibility for the acts of his ministers. In- 
deed, constitutionalism, carried to the extreme, requires 
the king to yield to the views of his ministers, even 
‘against his own ideas. This irresponsibility places 
him above the reach of party ‘warfare and of political 
partisanship, and enables his ministers to seek and 
accept his advice with the assurance that it will be 
wholly disinterested and usually sympathetic. In this 
instance the experience possessed by his mother,’ the 
late queen, is further ‘supplemented by his exceptionally 
profound knowledge of the kind known as that of a 
shrewd man of the world.

Mr. Hughes explained that for many years 
Marshall Field & Co. had delivered packages 
free to suburbs surrounding Chicago by ex- 
press, for which they paid a rate of 30 cents 
a hundred pounds for fifteen years. In Au- 
gust, 1908, the rate was advanced to 40 cents, 
and in September to 50 cents, which was so 
high sat since then the business has been 
handled by automobile trucks, which could 
be hired at less expense. At the same time, 
he said, the rate for the ieturn of the empty 
trunks in which packages were delivered was 
raised from 10 to 25 cents. He thought the 
advance unreasonable because the volume of 
the business had increased continually, with- 
out additional cost of service, which should 
cause a reduction. He said the advance 
would have cost his company $10,000 a year. 


Big Rates for Small Packages. 

Mr. Blackburn cited the rate from Peorta 
to Springfield, recently advanced to 75 cents 
per 100, which was applied also to fifty pound 
shipments. The §1 rate to Chicago, he said, 
was all right for 100 pounds, but it was ap- 
plied also to fifty pounds, 

Attorney T. B. Harrison for the express 
companies asserted that the witness was 
mistaken in saying that the graduated scale 
had been raised and the dispute was. de-. 
ferred for a reference to the tariffs. 

Mr. Gregory of Rockford com piained of the 
% cent minimum rate, saying that in New 
Hampshire. with much less population and 
business. the minimum charge is 15 centa. 

“As far as I can find out,” he declared 
“the Tilinols rates are unreasonably high 
especially the graduated rates. under which 
a forty-five pound shipment costs as much as 
100 pounds, but I have never been able to 
get enough figures from the companies to 
make a thorough check of the rates.”

He left the Big Four, but on doing so in- 
formed his superior of his discovery re- 
garding his accounts and demanded $5,000 
hush money. 

atriner, prominent as a churchman, 
yielded and paid the money to shield his 
reputation. 
from Cincinnati and it was reported he was

It is stated that when Warriner confessed 
to officials of the New York Central in New 
York he showed memoranda to sustain his 
assertions that he had paid over $75,000 to 
this man as hush money.

There has 
been steady but guarded selling of govern- 
ments left on hand through the withdrawal

“They do not find it profitable to carry 
2 per cents in a 5 per cent money market, and 
the recent guarded liquidation has been ac- 
celerated by the fear of the new issue and the 
uncertainty of what is to follow as a finan- 
cial reform resulting from. the agitation for 
a government central bank. There is little 
buying for circulation purposes by other 
banks, because there is no use for it at the 
moment.”’
